A spok esman said 
it m eant they were “ usefully oc­ 
cupied in their tim e.” 


A news black out was imposed 
on the discussions, and some 
diplomatic com m entators took 
this as a good sign. However, 
Soviet sources said Kosygin a r ­ 
rived from Moscow ready to 
press the Com munist position 
that the United States must stop 
bombing North Vietnam before 
any peace talk s can start. 


Wilson, who reportedly had 
consulted with President Johnson 
shortly before Kosygin’s arrival, | 
favors 
a

prolonged 
pause in the bombing as a m eth­ 
od of clearing the air for some 
new peace initiative. There was 
no hint here of the U.S. attitude. ] 
Officials refused to disclose the 
nature of the ex changes between 
Washington and London. 


Kosygin and Wilson scheduled 
18 hours together, which would 
provide am ple tim e to work on 
any new initiative on Vietnam. 
T here was little optim ism that 
they would agree on one.

W ASHINGTON — Bobby Kennedy wou ld 
have gotten fu rther in his battle to censor 
Der Stern .Magazine and the M anchester 
book in Hambu rg if he had sent someone 
else as his em issary. The em issary was 
William Van den Heu v'el, who once worked 
for Bobby in the Ju stice Departm ent and 
who IS m arried to the lovely dau ghter of 
Ju les Stein, powerfu l head of the Mu sic 
Corporation of America. Van den Heu vel 
was a popu lar figu re with the Kennedy jet 
set in Washington, bu t in Germany he laid 
an egg 
The Ccmles Pu blications sent Look’s top 
editor 
William .Attwood, 
to 
Germany to 
persu ade Stern to censor the text. Attwood 
once served as American .Ambassador to 
Gu inea and later to Kenya where he scored 
rem arkable diplomatic victories. He u sed 
the sarpe techniqu e in Germany. 
Van den Heu vel, however, poked a finger 
at Henri Nannen, top Stern editor. 
‘ You insu lted Robert Kennedy," he bel­ 
lowed "You ou ght to apologize " Nannen 
qu ietly cit^ed his bnefcaiie. 
"L et’s get ou t of here," he said. ITien, 
tu rning to his foreign editor. Ebon Vacek, 
he rem arked in German, "Wliat Is ‘flegel’ 
m English’’" 
‘ Flegci" i.s the German for someone who 
doesn't behave, bu t Vacek cou ldn t find the 
right translation and by this time Van den 
Heu vel had qu ieted down. Later he apolo­ 
gized. 
.Stern s editors knew they were on solid 
grou nd, becau se the Germ an copyright law 
is different from the American in that own­ 
ership of a piece of literatu re rests with 
the pu blisher the minu te he starts to print. 
Once the presses start to roll, the au thor 
has nothing to say abou t copyright. The 
.second edition of Stein has already started 
to come off the press when Jackie brou ght 
her su it. 
Fu rtherm ore German law requ ires that 
the su it be brou ght at the seat of the pu b­ 
lishing hou se, which m the case of I>er 
Stern is a sm all village, lUehoe. 20 miles 
from Hambu rg. Look Magazine had over­ 
looked this requ irem ent. 
Jackie’s Censorship 
Later Van den Heu vel, faced with these 
facts, stood u p and read to the Germ an 
pu blisher, Dr. Gert Bu ceriu s, and his staff 
a peremptory warning that they wou ld have 
to censor that part of the btmk to which 
Bobby Keniicdv and Jackie objected 
He 
claim ed tliai what he read wa^ a me.*;sagp 
from Jackie on behalf of her children. How­ 
ever, it was contained in a little black note­ 
book and didn’t sou nd like Jackie. 
“ Let u s see the m essage,” said Vacek. 
Van den Heu vel refu sed. 
After the Germ an cou rt had fou nd u nani­ 
m ou sly for D er Stem against the Kennedy

It looks as if Byron De La Beckwith, the 
Mississippian charged with the m u rder of 
Medgar Evers bu t never convicted, leads 
a charmed life. .After a long chain of for­ 
tu itou s events, he’s now mentioned as a 
candidate for lieu tenant governor of Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Beckwith was tried m Janu ary, 1964. by 
an all-white ju ry which voted 7 -5 for ac­ 
qu ittal. A second trial, April 17, 1964, re­ 
su lted in a m istrial 
Later Beckwith received $¿5,630 from the 
f« leral government when the General Serv­ 
ices Administration selected his land for a

WASHINGTON ÎAP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s program for a 
nationwide war on crime, with 
the federal government footing 
a good bit of the bill, had hardly 
reached Congress before Repu b­ 
lican leaders attacked it. 


Johnson’s propo.sal wou ld not 
m ake the federal governm ent 
boss of crim e control bu t wou ld 
give the government a m ajor 
role in it by being a big help 
and a gu iding force. 


Bu t 
the 
Repu blican 
Hou se 
leader, Gerald R. Ford of Mich­ 
igan, said the best way to fi- 
nace 
a nationwide 
attack 
on 
crim e wou ld be throu gh federal 
tax-sharing. 
Tax-sharing 
has 
been a mu ch talked of way to 
bail ou t states. 


As 
u su ally 
discu ssed, 
tax- 
sharing wou ld have the federal 
government tu rn over to the 
states 
— withou t strings and 
therefore withou t control — bil­ 
lions of 
dollars from 
federal 
revenu e. 


Under su ch an arrangem ent 
the stales cou ld su it themselves 
on how they u sed the money. 
With this latitu de some states, 
perhaps most, cou ld decide none 
of the federal money wou ld be 
u sed for crim e prevention. 


Ford’s depu ty in the Hou se, 
Rep, Leslie C. Àrends of Illinois, 
pointed ou t that last Nov. 13 
Johnson had vetoed a bill fo** 
fighting crim e in the District of 
Colu mbia. 
He said this pu t the Johnson 
adm inistration in a poor posi­ 
tion to help states against crim e 
u ntil 
the 
federal 
governm ent 
acted against crim e in Washing­ 
ton. 
Nevertheless, Johnson was ap­ 
plau ded by police and city offi­ 
cials from coast to coast last 
month when he disclosed he 
wou ld offer a nationwide pro­ 
gram for crim e prevention. 
When Johnson vetoed the Dis­ 
trict’s anticrim e bill — a highly 
controversial m easu re before it 
ever reached him — he ex- 


plained he thou ght it wou ld cre­ 
ate 
more 
problems 
than 
it 
solved and wiHild be fou ght in 
cou rts for years. 


Anticipating the 
u su al com­ 
plaint of federal interference in 
local 
affairs if his new anti­ 
crim e 
program 
became 
law, 
Johnson in a special message to 
O ngress Monday explained why 
he was su ggesting it. 


He said it this way: Crime 
control is mainly a local prob­ 
lem, bu t so are health and edu ­ 
cation. Yet the federal govern­ 
m ent has had to help local gov­ 
ernm ents on health and edu ca­ 
tion and shou ld do the sam e 
abou t crime since maintaining 
pu blic order is the “ first bu si­ 
ness of governm ent.” 


He is asking Congress for $350 
million over two years to help 
the states and cities with plan­ 
ning, research and pilot proj­ 
ects, with the federal govern­ 
m ent paying abou t 90 per cent 
of the cost in this phase of the 
program . 


'Then the government wou ld 
contribu te 60 per cent of the cost 
of local program s the govern­ 
m ent 
approved 
for 
pu tting 
crim e 
prevention 
into action. 
The states and cities, of cou rse, 
wou ld have to pay some of the 
freight, too. 


Since the state and city gov­ 
ernm ents wou ld 
have 
to get 
their program s approved by the 
federal governm ent before they 
cou ld get federal money, this 
wou ld give the federal govern­ 
m ent some say over the pro­ 
gram s. 


Johnson in his m essage saw 
a lot of things that needed doing, 
like m ore efficient cou rts, more 
widely u sed and better edu cated 
policemen, better ways to lead 
people ou t of crim e than they 
can find in jails now.

This is an overdu e recom ­ 
mendation. It m ay perm it per­ 
sons of average intelligence to 
exercise 
their rights of criti­ 
cism. As it is, most people can­ 
not now exercise this right. 
The bu dget also is becoming a 
more im portant docu ment. No 
longer is it a simple balance 
sheet, a list of receipts and ex­ 
penditu res. 
Increasingly 
it 
is 
becoming an instru m ent of so­ 
cial change and economic con­ 
trol. 
Fifty years ago. for instance, 
the president did not send a u ni­ 
fied 
bu dget to 
Congress, 
He 
simply requ ested from the dif­ 
ferent congressional committees 
the money he felt wou ld be 
needed for the coming year. 
The bu dget, as a u nified docu ­ 
ment. dates only from 
1921. 
Congress in that year directed 
the president to pu t down on 
paper the spending projects he 
contemplated and the fu nds he 
felt he wou ld need for them. 
In this sam e year. Congress 
also au thorized the Bu dget Bu ­ 
reau as part of the president’s 
office. The General Accou nting 
Office also was established to 
au dit and control the taxes and 
expenditu res set forth in the 
bu dget.

President .Johnson calls for ex­ 
penditu res of $172.4 billion and 
receipts of $168.1 billion. 
The big complaint against the 
cash bu dget is that it does not 
reflect immediately the changes 
in economic activity. Receipts 
and expenditu res are not en­ 
tered in the books immediately. 
There is a time lag. 
The national income accou nt.^ 
bu dget cou nts these tax fu nds 
immediately—not as they are 
paid bu t as they are incu rred. It 
is the bu dget President Johnson 
prefers. And it is the bu dget 
that perhaps best m easu res fis­ 
cal moves.
